At the Experimental Farm at 
Indian Head in 1890 the heaviest 
crop of flax seed was produced when 
sown on the 17th May, while in 1891 


good results were had ° from seed 
sown on the 3rd of June. 

“From the experience thus tar 
gained, it would appear that ‘hs 


best time for sowing flax throughout 
the Canadian North-West would be 
from the 15th to the 25th of May. 
The flax plant is tender in the spring 
and easily injured by frost. It is less 
liable to injury from this cause in 
the autumn; but if exposed to much 
frost before the seed is ripe, the seeds 
become dark and discolored, and are 
then very much reduced in value.’’ 

Some experienced flax-growers hold 
that it is safe to sow flaxseed as late 
as J’me 15th, and that good results 
have been obtained sowing even later, 
but the genera] opinion seems to be 
that the best time for sowing is the 
last two weeks of May and the early 
davs of June. 

Prof. Saunders strongly recommends 
flaxseed as a good erop to be sown 
either on first breaking of the prairie 
sod or.on back-setting. “He says :— 
“To make this clear to those who are 
unacquainted with the methods of 


g9| prairie farming, it may be said that 


the first breaking on prairie sod is 
made by turning over a wide and 
shallow furrow about two inches 
When ths is done in the 
spring, the land js ready for back- 
setting in the autumn, by which is 
meant a second ploughing running 
across the breaking to a depth of 
about four inches. This cuts the de- 
eayed sod, turns is over and covers 
it with about two inehes of fresh 
soil from below.’’

I bounds in asserting that not one 

chocolate-lover in ten knows from 

whence the popular delicacy came 
to the countries in which it is most ex- 
tensively used, We have an idea ant the 
French, who make more of chocolate 
than any other people—using it as food 
and drink every day in the year—were 
the original importers from some un- 
known quarter of the tropics. If a tri- 
fle better read in the history of foods, 
We trace it back to the Spaniards, who 
knew its virtues early in the sixteenth 
century and taught these to their 
friends and neighbors, the French. In 
America the belfef in the foreign ori- 
gin of chocolate as an article of food 
and commerce is so well established 
that our housemother and her college- 
bred daughter may read’ with surprise 
the announcement that the Spaniards 
learned thé use of it from the Mexicans, 
who had cultivated the evergreen shrub 
known to botanists as ‘'Theobroma ca- 
cao” for centuries before the invading 
ships from the Old World touched the 
Californian coast. The natives prepared 
it as a beverage by grinding the ripe 
beans of the cacao tree and mixing 
them with cornmeal and spices, So an- 
cient and dishonorable is the art of 
adulteration of foods! 


ALL PARTS UTILIZED 


The seeds were ground into a rich, 
oily paste; this was pressed into moulds 
and dried into cakes of ‘‘chocolatl,’’ or, 
as some have it, ‘‘cacaotl.’’ There re- 
mains, after the oily part of the seeds 
has been extracted, a dry powder, 
which, when mixed with water or milk 
and cooked, gives us ‘“‘iroma,"* a“milder 
pteparation” of fhe’ chocdlate much in 
favor With persons whose stomachs do 
not digest the richer product. The pods 
inclosing the seeds are dried and pound- 
ed into ‘‘cocoa shells,” This last is yet 
milder than broma, ‘and is often drunk 
in large quantities by nursing mothers 
to increase the flow of milk. 

The brief history of the 
bean, its products 


invaluable 
and by-products, 


‘should be conned by the lovers of the 


various forms of chocolate. The author 
of the work from which I draw the out- 
lines of this sketch says, dryly enough: 
“In a pure state it is very nourishing. 
It fs extensively adulterated with rice- 
meal, oatmeal, flour, potato-fat, starch, 
roasted nuts and almoads." Reading 
further, we learn something that may 
put a testing-rod into the hands of our 
housemother: 

“Good chocolate is smooth, firm, sol».

uble, aromatic, not viscid after it is 
boiled and cooled, but oily on the sur- 
face, and it leaves no sediment.” 

As a non-professional cook and house- 
keeper, I will add that the inferior 
brands of chocolate are often blended 
with earth—just plain, dry DIRT! the 
dust of Mother Earth into which all 
perishable things will be one day re- 
solved. I have handled and tasted it 
for myself in the course of amateur 
analyses of ‘‘pure foods." 

Moral: Don't buy cheap chocolate 
unless you like-mud! 

Directions for making chocolate into 
a beverage were given here so lately 
that our recipes today will deal with 
the use of it in other forms. 


Chocolate Cup Custards. 


Heat a qQart of rich, unskimmed . milk 
in a farina kettle, dropping in a pinch of 
soda to prevent curdling as it heats, Beat 
five eggs light, without separating whites 
and yolks, add, and stir in well five ta- 
blespoonfuls of powdered sugar. Pour upon 
this, stirring all the time, the scalding 
milk; put over the fire in the double boiler 
and beat in tive tablespoonfuls of grated, 
unsweetened chocolate. Stir util the cus- 
tard thickens: Practice will soon teach 
you, from the look of the spoon, when to 
remove it frém the fire. Pour out at once 
to cool, and add a teaspoonful of vanilla 
essence. When cold, turn into cups or glass- 
es, and heap a teaspoonful of whipped cream 
on the surface of each cup. Serve ice cold. 


Baked Chocolate Custards. 


Make as directed in last recipe up to the 
point of returning the custard to the fire, 
Pour it, instead, into cups or into a larger 
bakedish, and set in a pan of hot water. 
The water should rise about half way ‘tc 
the top of the cups or dish. Bake in a quick 
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6) larly rich in. trustworthy

“Yes,” he broke forth at last, elated 
beyond the bounds of respectful re- 
serve by pride in the magnificent 
structure, “‘we builded well!’’

Making Cracked. Wheat. 


In making cracked wheat, for which we 
have developed uite a fondness, I soak 
the wheat all night in salted water—just a 
little more than enough to cover it—and 
steum it in the same way I do rice or oat-

Chocolate Trifie. 


Soak a package of gelatine in two cupfuls 
of milk for two hours. Scald a quart of milk 
in a rice boiler, not omitting the pinch of 
soda. In a large bow] beat the yolks of 
two eggs with five tablespoonfuls of pow-_ 
dered sugar. 

Without removing the milk from the 
range, stir into it the soaked: gejatine, 
and when it is thoroughly dissolved pour 
the contents of the kettle upon the beaten 
eggs and sugar. Add five tablespoonfuls of 
unsweetened chocolate (grated), previously 
wet to a paste with a ‘ittle cold water. 
Return to the boiler and the fire and stir 
for three minutes.- It should be just on the 
boil when you take it off again and pour 
into the bowl. Have ready the whites of 
three eggs whipped to a standing froth. 
Stir in lightly with a teaspoonful of va- 
nijlla. Pour into a mold pr molds wet with 
cold water and set away to cool and form. 

To serve’ it, wrap a cloth wrung out in 
hot water about the mold, and invert upon 
a chilled dish. The “‘trifle’’ should be ice 
cold,

Scald two cupfuls of milk in a double 
boiler, adding a pinch of soda, When the 
boiling point is reached, stir into the kettle 
of milk four tablespoofifuls of sugar am@l 
half as much cornstarch (generous spoonfuls) 
already wet up with cold milk. Cook for 
two minutes: after the boil is regained, stir- 
ring faithfully; add two heaping tablespoon- 
fuls of grated chocolate; stir for another 
minute over the fire. and take from the 
range. Season to taste with vanilla and 
pour into a mold wet with cold water. 
Eat cold with cream and sugar.

THE COCOA TREE. 


This Evergreen Is Found Everywhere 
\ In the Tropics. 
second series. 


The cocoa tree is an evergreen and 
grows to a height of from fifteen to 
tweuty-five feet, its leaves being 
bright und smooth, somewhat resem- 
tAing the foliage of a rubber plant. It 
is very ‘low branching, and the blos- 
sows are small und pink. The blos- 
sows and pods not only spring from 
the branches, but often from the trunk 
itself. The fruit is a yellowish pod 
about the size of a cucumber and is 
ulled with seeds, all strung together in 
au pulpy, pinkish mass, It is from these 
seeds or beans, each about tbe size of 
a chestnut, that the chocolate and co- 
cou of commerce are manufactured. 
The trees bear from the fourth to the 
thirtieth year. and {ft is not unusual to 
see op the same tree buds, flowers and 
fruit. 

When ripe the pods are gathered by 
the native women and are allowed to 
lie on the ground for a day or two, 
after which they are opened. The pulp 
containing the beans then ferments 
for about a week, the astringent quali- 
ties of the beans being much moditied 
and their flavor improved. 

After being thorough!y dried the 
beans are packed in hundred pound 
bags for shipment. When received by 
the munufacturer they are carefully 
picked over for quality, assorted and 
roasted. The nibs, as the roasted beans 
with the shells removed are called. are 
then fed into a hopper and ground be 
tween stones similar tu an old fash- 
joned flour mill. The grinding process, 
coupled with the friction,of the stones, 
which produce a température of some 
120 degrees, changes the solid nibs 
(without the addition of anything) into 
a thick, heavy liquid. This is technic- 
ally termed “‘chocolate liquor” and is 
sold to confectioners. 

This same liquor, subjected to hy- 
draulic pressure, with the resulting 
separation into a clear oil, gives the 
cocoa butter of commerce. The remain- 
ing pressate when powdered forms 
drinking cocoa. The chocolate liquor 
solidified becomes cooking chocolate, 
and, with sugar, vanilla and spices 
added, it is sold as “sweet” or “eating” 
thocolate.

A Famous. Detective. 

Superintendent Alfred Leach, of the 
Conviet Supervision Cepartment, Scot- 
land Yard, is retiring owing to ile 
health after a famous career as a 
detective. The retirement will in- 
volve a general move up in the ranks 
of the criminal investigation officers, 
and eight officers will rise in. rank. 
Superintendent Leach, as head of the 
Convict Supervision Offiee, had to 
deal with convicts liberated on license 
and during their tenure of police 
supervision, and the police officials 
state that there has been no officer 
in the aanals of the force who hus 
had such a personal knowledge of 
notorinus criminals as has the retir- 
ing officer. One of the most impor- 
tant cases, from a public point of 
view, with which Mr. Leach had to 
deal was the Southend murder, and 
he personally arrested James Canham 
Read at his house at Mitcham. The 
circumstances of this atrocious Essex 
murder, for which Read was execut 
ed at Chelmsford, are fresh in the 
public recollection In order to trate 
the murderer, the Southend police 
sought the services of a Scotland Yard 
official, and -Mr. Leach was granted 
permission to give the assistance re- 
quired. Part of the evidence against 
Read was the original ‘telegram sent 
by him to his victim, making the 
appointment prior to. \the murder, 
This was compared with the hand 
writing in the ledgers and books at 
his office in the docks, and was fourtd 
to be the same. Once this clue was 
vbdtained the skilled detectives were 
not long in bringing the murderer. to 
justice. Mr. Leach also traced Ben- 
‘nett, the Yarmouth murderer, who ro 
brutally did his young wife to death 
on the seashore. The finger-print de- 
partment at Scotland Yard, which is 
practically an innovation of recent 
years in the work of criminal inves- 
tigation, was under Mr. Leach’s spe- 
cial supervision, and it is interesting 
to recall the fact that owing toa 
slight finger impression upon a cash- 
box two brothers named Stratton 
were arrested and convicted for the 
brutal murder of an old sh--pkeepur 
and his wife in Deptford. Mr. Leaep
